And their 
Saieſties further drapghtly charge and commaund vppon like paynes al Maiozs, Baplptes, Sherpies 
Juſtyces of peate, and all other offpcers in all the tountyes, Cyties townes, and other places ol this there 
maieſtieg Nealme a: well within liberties as without, that they and euery okthem take diligent care and 
foꝛſce within the lymyttes oktheir charges and offices that this their maieſſies plelure be in al things wel 
obeyed and obſerued. And that the markets in all places map be from tyme to time ſufficiently furniſhed 
with come and other neceſſary victualls, cauſyng ſuch as halbe found diſobedient or offenders inan the 
pꝛemyſſes to be kurthe with commptted to warde, and further poniſhed accozdynge tothe yz nets 
lawes and thetfect of this their pꝛoclamation, net fayling as ther mateſties doth ſpecyally truſte them, 
and as thep wyll aunſwere koꝛ the contrary at their vttermoit perpis.
